their  home  since  Us  allotment  to  them 
In  the  days  of  Sir  James  Douglas. 

The  scene  and  the  occasion  were  Im- 
pre«.3ive.-     The  place  of  the  council  meet- 
ing was  relatively  the  hishest  point  of 
the  reserve,  and  from  this  elevation  the 
biralts  with  the  entire  city  of  Victoria 
\vere  spread  out  in  panoramic  vividness 
I'liricr   tl-    blue  Bkv  and   brilliant   April 
sunshine.     The  picture  not  only  was  one 
to   charm   the  artist's  eye.  but  In  Itself 
presented  to  Chief  Cooper  and  hi«  people 
the  stronsest  possible  demonstration  of 
the   weiffhty   reasons   making     abandon- 
ment of  their  home  of  the  past  half  cen- 
tury not  only  desirable,  but  Imperative.

These  were 
conceived  In  excellent  taate.  and  dis- 
played a  good  will  and  sense  of  respon- 
sibility that  was  as  gratifying  to  the 
Indians  as  it  was  to  the  members  of  the 
government,  and  as  It  will  be  to  those 
■who  read  this  morning  what  was  said. 

Mr.  McBrlde  made  one  point  In  his  re- 
marks that  we  would  like  to  emphasize, 
namely  that  the  heads  of  families  con- 
stituting.  the  Songhees  tribe  are  men 
who  are  now  well-to-do.  They  have  a 
fine  now  home,  where  they  car  live  com- 
fortably and  by  cultivating  the  boll  pro-* 
vide  themselves  with  most  of  the  neces- 
saries of  life,  and  they  have  sufficient 
capital  to  secure  them  against  want  for 
all  time  to  come,  if  they  are  wise  en- 
ough to  take  care  of  it.  We  will  all 
hope  with  the  Premier  that  the  new 
Reserve  will  be  made  one  of  the  most 
attractive  spots  in  the  vicinity  of  Vic- 
l|;  toria,  and   It   is  satisfactory     to     know 

that  the  Indian  Department  and  the  pro- 
vlhclal  Department  of  Agriculture  stand 
ready  to  do  everything  in  their  power 
to  assist  in  eistablishing  the  Songhees  in 
their  new  homes  amid  beautiful  and 
eahitary  surroundings.  The  citizens  of 
Victoria  can  do  mucH  to  further  this 
laudable  object,  not  directly  perhaps, 
but  indirectly  by  showing  an  interest  in 
what  the  Songhees  are  doing  and  assist- 
ing them  as  far  as  may  be  with  good 
advice.  In  the  hope  expressed  by  more 
than  one  speaker  that  tho  men  will 
handle  their  money  with  good  Judgment, 
we  are  sure  every  right-thinking  person 
will  Join. 

We  have  already  expressed  so  fully 
the  appreciation  of  the  public  of  the  sue- 
cess  that  has  attended  the  efforts  to 
settle  this  long-standing  question  and  of 
the  good  temper  with  which  the  Indiana 
approached  what  was  the  first  definite 
and  practicable  proposal  laid  before 
them,  that  it  Is  unnecessary  to  say  any- 
thing more  at  the  present  time  on  that 
head.  The  removal  of  the  Indians  will 
proceed  forthwith,  and  the  transfer  of 
the  Reserve  to  the  provincial  govern- 
ment will  be  completed  as  soon  as  the 
necessary  documents  arrive  from  Ot- 
tawa, from  which  city  they  were  mailed 
today.

The  force  of  the  argument  against 
Mr.  McBride  made  by  a  contemporary, 
on  the  ground  that  British  Columbia  is 
the  richest  province  in  the  Don  Inlon, 
is  not  obvious  to  any  one  but  a  par- 
tisan. The  claim  for  better  terms  was 
not  based  upon  the  fact  that  this  is  a 
poor  province,  but  upon  the  unques- 
tioned excessive  contribution  of  this 
province  to  the  federal  revenue.  We 
note  with  some  Interest  that  every 
step  taken  by  the  provincial  govern- 
ment to  Increase  the  revenue  of  tho 
province  -has  been  condemned  by  the 
vary  paper  which  now  sets  up  the  In- 
crease as  a  ground  for  condenming  the 
claim  for  better  terms. 

British  Columbia  has  given  many  mil- 
lions of  dollars  worth  of  land  to  the 
Dominion  Government.  It  gave  about  a

The  message  of  the  King  to  the 
House  of  Lords  ought  not  to  be  mis- 
understood. Ijike  every  other  ofllciul 
document  It  has  been  written  with  tho 
knowledge  and  on  the  advice  of  tho 
ministry.  It  Is  not  a  statement  thai 
he  win  hot  exercise  his  prerogative  in 
any  direction  that  may  Ije  deemed  Jie- 
cessary  for  the  welfare  of  the  nation, 
l)ut  that  it  Is  his  desire  not  to  have 
the  probability  of  its  being  employed 
consldereti  in  the  discussion  of  any 
constitutional  changes  t|»at  may  be 
proposed  In  either  House. 

Very  much  has  been  said  recently  os 
to  the  intention  of  the  ministry  to  awk 
the  King  to  create  a  sufficient  number 
of  peers  lo  carry  through  the  Parlia- 
ment Bill  in  the  shape  in  which  it  will 
leave  the  House  of  Commons,  and  It 
has  been  said  with  some  show  of  auth- 
ority that  His  Majesty  has  given  Mr. 
Asqutth  his  promise  to  take  that  step. 
What  assurance  the  Primt  Minister 
may  have  received  from  the  King  on 
this  or  upon  any  other  point,  no  one, 
except  Mr.  Asquith  and  His  Majesty 
himself,  is  in  a  position  to  say.  and 
it  would  be  a  Ijreach  of  constitutional 
usage  fpr  any  public  announcement  on 
the  subject  to  be  made  until  an  emer- 
gency calling  for 'action  arises.  If  ^t 
were  known  that  In  any  event  the 
needed  number  of  pors  would  be  cre- 
ated to  carry  through  the  government 
measure,  discussion  would  be  useless, 
and  not  only  the  Lords  but  the  Com- 
mons also  might  as  well  agree  to  the 
Bill    at    once  and    save    further    delay.

The  Department  of  Trade  and  Com- 
merce has  Issued  a  bulletin  giving  de- 
tails of  Canadian  trade  during  the  past 
three  years.  During  the  twelvemonth 
ending  January  1st,  1911,  the  4otal  for- 
eign (the  word  is  here  used  in  contra- 
distinction to  domestic)  trade  of  Can- 
ada reached  the  great  sura  of  $747,286,- 
484.  which  was  a  little  under  $88,000,- 
000  in  excess  of  the  previous  year.  This 
is  approximately  $100  per  capita,  and  is 
only  a  little  under  the  per  capita  trade 
of  the  United  Kingdom  and  more  than 
double  llitit  of  the  United  Statsjs. 

Canadian  imports  largely  exceeded 
the  exports.    The  figures  are:

Of  tho  imports  $9,618,762  were  «»f  coin 
and  bullion.

prerogative  being  exertiised.  To  inter- 
pret it  as  meaning  that  in  no  event 
will  the  prerogative  be  exercised,  in  or- 
der that  effect  may  be  given  to  the 
wishes  of  the  electorate  as  expressed 
by  the  House  of  Commons,  would  mean 
to  surrender  the  Royal  authority  to 
the  House  of  Lords,  and  this  no  King 
of  England  has  ever  done  or  ever  will 
do. 

It  will  have  been  noticed  thax  *.n  the 
message  His  Majesty  speaks  of  his 
prerogative  In  respect  to  the  lusulng 
of  writs  to  the  Lords  to  meet  in  Par- 
liament. This  refers  to  tho  riglit, 
which  wo  have  already  spoken  of  as 
being  vested  in  the  King  to  Buinnion 
such  and  as  many  of  the  Lords  spirit- 
ual and  temporal  to  assemble  as  he 
may  desire.  The  Lords  arc  summoned 
to  Parliament,  and  .since  the  reign  of 
Edward  I.  the  King  lias  possessed  tho 
prerogative  of  summoning  which  of 
them  he  may  choose.  In  times  past 
this  was  exercised  "on  more  than  ono 
occasion  so  as  to  limit  the  number  of 
peers  who  might  be  called  together, 
tho  King  refraining  from  siimnionlng 
such  as  ho  might  regard  as  unfavor-

It    is    a    matter    for    sincere    congrat- 
ulation   that    the   commissioners    of    th# 
Carnegie    Library    have    undertalcen    the 
work    of    making    a    new    catalogue    of 
the  booiis  at  present  in  the  library  and 
oi   tiiose   wlilch   have   been   ordorod..     -\ 
better   system    will    save   the    time  and 
labo^  of  attendants  and  will  be  a  con- 
venienco  to  the  patrons  of  the  library. 
But    there    are    other    advantages    of    a 
periodical   stock-taiting     in     a     popular 
lending  library.     It  is  hard  to  keep  out 
the   great   number   of   modern   works  of 
fiction  which  are  worthless,  even  when 
much    care    has    been    taken    In    the    se- 
lection of  books.  These  can  be  removed 
and   others  MUbsUtuted    when  the  books 
are  being  re-arranged.      It  Is  not  likely 
that  our  little  library   is  free  from  de- 
fects   common    to   collections    oS  'books 
made   where   tlie   are   much    greater   ad- 
vantages   than    there    can    be    here    for 
making  a  wise  selection.     A  number  of 
very    eminent     men     in    Great     Britain 
whose    scholarsJiip    and    freedom    IToin 
prejudice,  are  beyond  question  have  ta- 
ken   steps    to    form    an    iissociatlon    by 
means    of    which    It   is    hopfed    works    of 
fiction    which    have    an   Injurious    effect 
upon    tlielr   readers   can    be    forced    out 
of    circulation.      Among    these    are    tliq 
Archbishop    of    Canterbury,    Lord      Bal- 
four of  Burleigh.   Sir  .lohn    Wolfe  Bar- 
ry,   Sir    .lames      Crlchton-Browne,      and 
Kdward   Lyttlelon,   hoadmu.ster  of  Kton. 
A  circular     which     has     been     sent     to 
those   whom  )t  is   hoped   to  interest  In 
thi.s     movement     says     that     there  are 
•'certain  novels  Issued  by  publishers  of 
repute  which  are  not  only  unfit  for  pe- 
rusal   by    a    modest    girl     or    a    right- 
minded  lad.  but  are  likely  to  do   harm 
to    the    moral    character  pf   all    readers. 
.Many    of    these    works    of    fiction    arei 
not    Indecent    in    the    ordinary    sense    of 
tho    word,    but    their   whole    tone    has   a 
tendency    debusing      and      demoralizing. 
In  them  open  vice  and  licentiousness  ia 
palliated,  and  even  justified.     To  appeal 
to  the  authors  and   publishers   of   these 
books   seems  of  little   use,   and   the  law 
requires      strengthening      before       their 
circulation   can  be   stopped." 
...  The    circular    appeals   to    parents   and 
schoolmasters        to        set        themselves 
against    th*    circulation     of    the.se    de- 
mor'allzlhg  books   and   warns   them   that 
their    character    cannot    be    judged    by 
their    titles    which    are    often    colorless 
and   misleading. 

It  is  dimcult  to  sen  how  such  a  cen-

vent the  evil  complained  of,  but  that 
there  ia  good  ground  for  tho  complaint 
no  on«  will  rtonv-  What  can  be  done.

Iso  more  im- 
portant work  can  be  accomplished  in 
our  schools  than  this.  It  is  work,  too 
often  neglected.  In  the  multitude  of 
tasks  which  mo.st  of  our  boys  and  girls 
are  set  to  learn  there  Is  too  little  time 
and  opportunity  left  for  reading.  In- 
deed, tho  more  industrious  and  con- 
Rctentiou.s  the  •.student  is,  the  fewer 
V»ooks,  as  a  rule,  will  be  read  during 
■HChooldiiys.  The  ease  is  somewhat  dif- 
ferent in  high  school  snd  eotlegn,  hut

Sir. — I  do  not  wish  to  pose  In  tli< 
role  of  captious  critic,  but  I  feel  con- 
strained to  make  a  few  comments  upon 
the  address  of  Dr.  Macdonald,  editor  of 
the  Toronto  Globe,  before  the  Canadian 
club  tiie  other  day;  and  it  is  not  with 
the  view  of  .suyiiiK  unfriendly  things

political  prejudices,  becau.so  in  common 
with  all  present  1  enjoyea  in  an  uueom- 
mon  degree  a  speech  that  was  much 
above  the  average  of  those  with  wlilch 
the  club  has  been  favored.  Dr.  Mac- 
donald said  a  number  of  good.  and 
very  bright,  things  from  many  points 
of  view,  and  as  an  inspirational  effort 
if  ail  he  said  was  not  economically 
sound  It  was  all  at  least  exceptionally 
well   said.

The  short  steps  peculiar  to  the  old- 
time  lavojlte — the  "minuet" — gave  the 
dance  its  rnme.  the  Latin  for  "small" 
being  "riilnutus."  The  "waltz,"  again, 
owes  Its  name  to  its  characteristic 
movement,  the  German  "waltzen" — 
meanlrtg  to  revolve — expressing  the  cir- 
cling motion  of  the  dancers. 

The  "Roger  de  Coverley"  Is  named 
after  Its  originator,  while  the  less  fa- 
miliar dance  known  as  the  "tarantella" 
Is  so  called  because  Us  vigorous  move- 
ments were  supposed  to  be  a  certain 
antidote  to  the  poison  of  a  noxious 
spider  at  Taranto,  in  Italy,  where  the 
dance  Is   highly   popular. 

The  evolutions  of  the  dancer  suf- 
ficiently explain  the  term  "reel".  "Jig"  i 
Is  from  the  French  "glgue"  and  "break- 
down" Is  a  term  from  across  the  Atlan- 
tic, and  refers  to  the  final  rout  before 
the  breakup  of  a  free  and  easy  dancing 
party. 

Kvery  year  dancing  takes  place  In 
the  parish  church  of  Muegrave,  In 
Westmoreland  in  connection  with  the 
ancient  rite  of  rushbearlng.  On  May 
t)ay  twelve  young  maidens  of  Borough, 
approved  by  the  vicar,  assemble  at  .'/ 
o'clock  In  the  morning  at  the  foot  of 
Borough  Bridge  decorated  with  flowers 
and  fresh  garlands  on  their,  heads. 
Accompanied  by  a  band  they  proceed 
through  the  fields  to  Musgrave,  the  band 
playing  and   the  rushbearers  dancing, 

Tlie  girls  are  led  up  the  north  aisle 
of  the  chnrch  and  hang  their  garlands 
at  the  side,  there  to  remain  until  the 
following  year.  The  Gospel  Is  read  by 
the  vicar,  prayers 'are  offered  and  psalrhs 
sung,  after  Which  the  clerk  and  vicar 
retire.  A  space  Is  then  cleared  near 
the  alter  and  a  fiddle  produced.  Dancing 
now  commences,  and  continues  until  the 
afternoon. 

Dancing  is  frequently  seen  In  conti- 
nental chyxches.  During  the  Corpus 
Chrlstl  octave  a  ballet  Is  performed 
every  evenlpg  before  the  high  altar  of 
Seville  Cathe'3ral  by  boys  wearlnir 
plumed  hats  and  the  dress  of  pages  of 
the  time  of  Phillip  III. — London  Globe,

Doubt- 
less Its  maker  believed  that  he  had 
spelled  the  doom  of  all  mere  painters 
of  portraits.

In  the  year  1297  the 
camera  obscura  was  Invented  by  Roger 
Bacon.

The  first  photographic  portrait  from 
life,  also  reproduced.  Is  that  of  Pro- 
fessor Draper's  sister,  Dorothy,  taken 
In  New  York  in  1820.  Professor  Draper 
was  the  first  to  photograph  the  moon. 
The  first  full-length  portrait  was  taken 
In  PhUadelphla  In  1842.  The  year  18-11 
saw  the  birth  of  photographs  on  paper, 
thanks  to  Fox  Talbot.  The  llrst  ln.stan- 
taneous  photograph  was  that  of  New 
York  Horbor,  taken  in  1851. 

Telephotography  was  first  worked  out 
In  Ider  by  Peter  Barlow  in  IS.^I;  an 
Italian,  Porro,  made  It  a  practical  suc- 
cess m  1851.  In  1873,  Mr.  J.  T.  Taylor 
suggested  an  opeya.  glass  Instead  of  a 
telescope.  In  1890  a  telephoto  outfit 
was  constructed  by  n  German  optician 
for  his  government.  Thomas  R.  Dall- 
meyer  was  the  real  pioneer  of  tele- 
photo  work,  and  the  first  to  place  a 
really  practical  lens  In  the  hands  of  a 
photographer   In   1891. 

"The  first  camera  and  lens  were  im- 
ported Into  England  In  the  spring  of 
1840,  by  .=?lr  Huascy  Vivian,  who  brought 
them  from  Paris.  The  carte-de-vlslte 
portrait  »t7.e  was  introduced  by  M.

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MISSING    HEIR 

Brother  of  Earl  of  Leitrim  Said  to  Be 

Lying    in    Nameless    Grav«,in« 

Isle  of  Wight. 

LONDON,  April  4.-The  Honorable 
Francis  Patrick  Clements,  the  brother 
Ind  heir  of  the  Karl  of  LeUrlm.  lies 
burled  In-  a  namniess  grave  at  Bon- 
church,  Isle  of  Wight,  according  tq  « 
statement    made    by    the     Weekly    Dls- 

patch.  ^„^ 

Mr.  Clements,  who  was  born  In  1N8&. 
has  been  missing  since  May  l»07.  In 
that  month,  having  expressed  his  inten- 
tion to  earn  his  own  Uvlng.  he  .went  to 
Southampton  and  accepted  work  In  the 
stokehold  of  the  liner  S^  Louis.  From 
the  time  he,  reached  New  York  his 
movements  have  remained  a  mystery, 
but  a  report  came  from  Kansas  City 
that  he  died  there  from  pneumonia  on 
February    19.    1908. 

But  the  Karl  of  Leltrlm  continued 
his  Inquiries,  and  recently  placed^  the 
matter  In  the  hands  of  Scotland  Yard. 
On  February  .1  last  a  photograph  and 
description  of  Mr.  Clements  were  pub- 
lished In  the  Police  Gazette,  and  some 
of  those  who  had  n^ost  to  do  with  the 
liicjulry  into  the  death  of  an  unknown 
man  whose  body  was  found  in  a  wood 
at  Bonchurch  In  September.  1907.  now 
declare  that  the  body  was  that  of  Mr. 
Clements. 

There  are  stated  to  be  special  features 
and  marks  In  the  description  of  Mr, 
ClementB  alW  "f  the  body  which  was 
found  at  Bonchurch  which  tally  ex- 
actly In  addition  to  the  general  fea- 
tures. The  special  features  by  which, 
it  Is  claimed.  Identification  has ,  been 
established  are  a  pronounced  dimple  In 
the  chin,  the  good  teeth,  and  two  marks 
or  moles  on  the  body. 

On  the  other  hand,  the  view  Is  held 
that  the  body  fo»ind  at  Bonchurch  was 
tliat  of  a  deserter  from  the  Gerniun 
army.  The  Earl  of  Leitrim  has  been 
In  the  Isle  of  Wight  Investigating  the 
matter.

spirit    of    condemnation    of    those    who 
Were  responsible  for  the   calling  of   a 
new.    election,    just    two    months    after 
the  "council  had  been  elected.  It  show- 
ed that  the  people  of  the  city  have  no 
desire   for   another   election.       Perhaps 
some  might  think  that  he  hud  been  the 
cause    of    the    trouble.

H.  M.  S.  Egerla,  which  for  many  years 
itaa  been  engaged  as  a  survey  vessel  for 
the  British  admiralty  in  British  Colum- 
bia waters,  is  to  be  sold  to  the  Canadian 
government  ror  use  as  a  iiuvai  i.inlnlr.s 
ship  at  Vancouver.  Orders  have  been 
received  from  the  admiralty  for  the  re- 
mainder of  the  crew  to  leave  Esquimau 
for  England  a  week  from  Thursday, 
leaving  only  Lieut.  Hodgson  to  transfer 
the  vessel  to  Canada. 

Although  the  old  Egeria  has  never 
been  in  action  the  vessel  has  had  an 
interesting  career.  She  was  launched  in 
1S75,  and  has  long  been  removed  from 
the  effective  fighting  list,  being  the  only 
survivor  of  the  old  full-rigged  warships. 
She  has  a  full  suit  of  sails,  and  Capt. 
Parry  when  in  command  often  set  the 
canvas  to  assist  the  steam  power.  Tbe 
Egeria  finished  her  career  In  the  fighting 
fleet  in  1890,  when  she  was  on  the  China 
station,  and  was  transferred  to  the 
hydrograpl^ic  service. 

The  first  work  in  the  surveying  line 
was  done  off  Australia  and  in  the  South 
■  Pacific,  oft  the  Fiji  group,  and  later  oft 
the  Borneo  and  Chinese  coasts.  In  1896 
she  returned  to  Ensland,  and  was  re- 
cotnniissloned  and  sent  to  Esciuimult,  and 
two  years  after  her  arrival  was  com- 
missioned to  make  the  soundings  for  the 
Pacific  cable  between  Banlleld  and  Fan- 
ning i.^iland.  When  this  woric  was  com- 
pleted the  Egeria  bejran  hydrographic 
work  in  British  Columbia  waters,  taking 
up  the  work  commenced  by  the  H.  M.  S. 
Plumper  in  1859.

Considerable  interest  has  been  aroused 
by  the  Colonist's  interview  with  Sir 
Edward  Tennant,  and  in  the  candid  crit- 
icisms ho  then  made  on  the  need  of  a 
better  British  news  service  in  Canada, 
and  especially  tn  the  West.  This  need 
was  emphasized  later  by  the  Hon.  Wal- 
ter Scott,  Pramler  of  Saskatchewan, 
who  further  pleaded  for  a  better  Inter- 
provlncial  service.  Both  were  unani- 
mous in  attributing  the  fault  of  the 
present,  not  so  much  to  the  newspapers, 
as  to  the  big  American  press  agencies 
which  are  at  present  practically  the  only 
mediums   of ''Information. 

Mr,  E.  W.  M.  Origg,  the  colonial  ed- 
itor of  the  London  Times,  who  is  at 
present  on  a  visit  to  Victoria  is  wholly 
in  accord  with  the  views  of  Sir  Edward 
T\2nnant  and  Premier  Scott  for  the 
deairabllity  of  an  improved  and  aug- 
mented interchange  of  British  ana  co- 
lonial news,  and  intimated  in  the  course 
of  an  Intepviev^  the  possibility  of  a 
very  considerable  reform  In  the  imperial 
news   service. 

"No  English  visitor,"  said  Mr.  Grlgg, 
who  la  a  guest  at  thai  mecca  of  visitors 
to  Victoria — The  Empre.fs — "can  come  to 
Canada    without   feeling   that    the    news 
service,  from  Great  Brilaiii  io    vtri  >    bad, 
both  in  quality  and  quantity.     But  any 
newspaperman   must   at  the   same   time 
recognize    tb.at    the    dlfficuUles     to    be 
overcome  in   effecting  any   Improvement 
are  very  great.      A  Canadian  newspaper 
in   the  flr.sl  place  has   not  the   re.'iourcrr; 
upon     which     an    American     or    British 
newspaper  lias  to  relv.     It  has  a  Hmallcr 
population    to    look    to    for    support,    a 
greater  ^'cost^' of    prodiictldn,     and    le.ss 
facilities    for   distribution.       The   news- 
paper  proprietors   in  Canada  arc  there- 
forf>   at   a    dlf^advantnpe   In    every    way; 
for  kny  newspaper   imderljUclng   in   Can- 
ada  m!J2t   be   based  on   a   oonipnrntively 
small    population,    and   cannot    tliorcIiMn 
1)0  expected   to   find    the  money   for  sim- 
ilar expenditure  in  distant  news,  to  that 
which    can    bn    put    Up    by    Battlsh    or 
American  papers.      Practically  all  news 
from  ontaide  Ihe  Dominion — indeed,  out- 
side your  own  province — has  at  present, 
I    understand,    to   come   via   New    York, 
as   part   e.f  a  daily   ""PPty    i"    which    is 
Intermingled    alao.    all    the    varied   hap. 
penings,  Important  and  otherwise,  In  the 
T*n!ted     States.        This    supply    is.    say, 
12,000   words  a  day.   which   is  composed 
of  British.  Imperial  and  American  ncwa 
In    whatever  proportions,    and    of   what- 
ever    nature    may     soom     good     to     the 
agency  supplying  the  news.      Canadians 
are,    therefore,    forced   to    take   as    their 
own   the   American   measure   of   interest 
In   Canadian   affairs.

made  in  Canada,"  continued  Mr,  Grlgg, 
"to  improve  the  state  of  affairs.  These, 
I  have  reason  to  believe,  are  to  be  vig- 
orously continued.  As  you  know.  Lord 
Northcliffe  and  The  Times  have  more 
than  once  offered  to  place  The  Times 
news  service  at  the  disposal  of  an  im- 
perial cable  service  at  specially  low 
rates.  This  offer  still  holds  good.  I  | 
am  not  authorized  to  make  any  fresh  ' 
pronouncement  at  present,  but  I  am  able 
to  assure  Canadian  newspa^ier  proprie- 
tors that  they  can  certainly  count  on 
the  strongest  possible  help  and  the  most 
vigorous  co-operation  from  their  Brit- 
ish contemporaries — and  particularly 
from  The  London  Times — in  any  new 
efEoiV.  they  may  make  to  Improve 
things,  We,  at  home,  are  almost  as 
anxious  as  you  seem  to  be  here  for  a 
better  Interchange  of  regular  British 
and  Imperial  news  of  all  kinds.  The 
proprietors  of  The  Times  will,  I  am 
sure,  be  the  first  to  again  offer  their 
services  and  help  to  any  representative 
movement  for  an  improved  news  service 
between  Canada  and  the  Motherland. 

British  Xntereat  in  Canada. 

"Nolliing,"  eald  Mr.  Grlgg  la  the 
course  of  further  conversation,  "is  more 
remarkable  that  the  immensely  Increased 
space  and  consideration  wiiich  English 
newspapers  as  a  whole  are  giving  to 
every  aspect  of  Canadian  affairs.  Let 
me  say  in  justice  to  ourselves  that 
this  in  particularly  go  in  ths  case  of 
The  Times.  As  an  Instance  of  the 
evergrowing  and  very  lively  interest 
may  I  cite  the  recent  case  of  the  re- 
ciprocity debate  In  the  Dominion  Par- 
liament. Tills  reciprocity  debate  was 
reported  at  the  length  of  two  to  three 
columns  every  day  In  The  Timea — apart 
from  its  editorials  on  the  subject — re- 
ceiving. Indeed,  more  attention  in  Lon- 
don than  it  appears  to  have  received 
In  Western  Canada! 

"Our  j^gllah  newspapers  naturally 
all  hope  for  a  similar  development  of 
interest  in  the  Dominion  aa  regards 
British  affairs — a  form  of  reciprocity 
to  which  I  presume  no  party  could  ob- 
ject!" added  Mr.  Grlgg  slylj^ 

"Another  glaring  example  of  the  lack 
of  information,  for  which  the  present 
news  service  la  greatly  to  blame.  Is  the 
fact  that  Sif  Edwards  Grey's  arbitration 
proposals  with  the  United  States  have 
been  hailed  over  here  as  an  entirely 
new  departure  in  British  statesman- 
ship. Mr.  T.  P.  O'Connor,  M.  P.,  who, 
as  you  know.  Is  the  London  correspon- 
dent of  the  Chicago  Tribune  and  other 
papers  on  this  continent,  went  so  far 
as  to  suggest  that  Mr.  Balfour's  sup- 
port of  Sir  Edward  Grey  was  'unex- 
pected.' The  truth  is  that  any  other 
attitude  on  Mr.  Balfour's  part  would 
have  been  as  illogical  and  it  would 
have  been  infinitely  more  astonishing 
considering  that  he,  himself,  was  a 
leading  member  of  Lord  Sali.sbury's  cab- 
inet in  1S98;  when,  as  you  may  remem- 
ber, a  similar  general  arbitration  treaty 
with  the  United  States  was  actually 
signed!  That  Anglo-American  arbitra- 
tion treaty  of  1898  was  signed  by  Lord 
Pauncefote,  the  British  Ambassador  In 
Washington,  and  by  the  American  .Sec- 
retary of  Stale,  Mr.  Olney.  AC  far  as 
the  British  government  policy  was  con- 
cerned this  settled  the  matter,  but  the 
treaty  w.i,s  rejected  by  the  United  States 
.Senate.  So  far,  therefore,  as  Great 
Britain  la  concerned,  there  is  no  change 
of  policy  in  the  present  governmenfs 
proposals,  , which,  let  us  hope,  will  prove 
to  have  heen  reausciialeu  "ny  Sit  Ed- 
ward Grey  under  happier  circumstances. 
"With  regard  to  any  present  or  forth- 
coming movement  in  Canada  for  secur- 
ing a  better  British  and  imperial  news 
service,  I  can  at  any  rate  promise," 
sail!  Mr.  Griggs,  "that  any  advance  in 
this  direction  is  certain  of  the  most 
corfliai  Hupport  of  The  Times."

comparatively  wealthy  men.  Let  me 
glvK  you  a  word  of  advlc«.  Don't  spend 
your  money  foolishly.  Thero  will,  no 
doubt  be  many  who  will  try  to  get  you 
to  buy  all  sorts  of  things,  bui  my  ad- 
vice to  you  Is.  when  you  spend  a  dollar 
nee  that  you  get  the  full  value  for  U. 
You  might  even  try  and  get  two  dollars 
worth  for  every  dollar  you  spend.  That 
is  the  way  to  do  business  and  proaper," 
The  Premier's  remarks  were  listened 
to  with  close  and  respectful  attention 
by  the  assembled  tribe,  who.  on  the 
conclusion  of  the  Prime  Ministers 
speech,  applauded  heartily  and  gener- 
ously. 

Chief  Michael  Cooper  then  stepped 
out  a  little  distance  from  the  group 
and,  addressing  his  tribe  In  their  or- 
iginal tongue,  spoke  briefly  and  with 
the  dignified  fluency  and  eloquence  of 
gesture  so -frequently  charactei^ziixp  ihi; 
leaders  of  the  native  people's  of  Amer- 
ica. Upon  the  conclusion  of  his  re- 
marks, received  with  evident  approval 
by  the  tribe,  the  Chief  stepped  further 
forward  and  shook  hands  heartily  with 
the  Provincial  Premier,  at  the  same 
time  preferring  a  request  that  Mr. 
Helmcken  should  interpret,  upon  its 
conclusion,  a  secondary  addre-ss  which 
he  gave  In   the  Chinook. 

Straightforward  Dealing. 
"The  nhi«f  wishes  you  to  under- 
stand." said  Mr.  Helmcken  in  compli-

Thc  Chief  and  his  tribesmen  all 
through  the  negotiations  had  mani- 
fested a  disposition  to  act  squarely  and 
honorably,  and  the  satisfactory  result 
ultimately  attained  had  been  largely 
\  due  to  the  wise'  coun'iWs  and  reason- 
ableness of  Chief  Cooper.  William  Rob- 
ert, Tommy  George,  Jimmy  Freez-le  and 
Jimmie  Johnnie. 

From    the   outset   the   attitude   adopt- 
ed   by    Premier    McBrlde    had    inspired 
the  confidence  of  t;hlef  Cooper  and   his 
band — they    found     him     and     accepted 
him    as    a    man    who    would    carry    out 
all     hla    promises.

DUBLIN,  April  4. — Mr,  Birrell,  the 
chief  secretary  for  Ireland,  has  given  his 
views  very  fully  on  Home  Rule  for  Ire- 
land. Speaking  before  the  Oxford  Union 
Society,  he  said  that  he  admitted  great 
sympathy  with  Ireland,  and  he  still 
rccoEnlzed  the  mystic,  haunting,  all- 
pervading  sentiment  of  nationality.  They 
oould  not  destroy  It  in  an  Englishman, 
an  'Irishman  or  a'Sootsriian,  and  their 
great  generals,  when  they  were  leading 
hard-fighthig  regiments  into  the  field — 
Highland  regiments,  or  Irish  regiments 
— wlBblng  to  get  all  they  could  out  of 
iJie  men,  bad  never  been  ashamed,  or 
afraid,  or  disinclined  to  appeal  to  their 
naUonallty.  He  loved  Ireland  and  had 
learned  to  believe  that  she  had  before 
her  a  happy  and  proud  destiny,  and  that 
In  the  days  to  come  she  would  be 
greater   than  ever  she  had   been  In   the

sciences.  The  Union  of  which  some  of 
them  were  so  proud  had  always  been 
a  great  failure.  It  was  a  great  blot  on 
the  escutcheon  of  EAgland.  It  had  been 
to  England  what  Sicily  was  to  old 
Rome. 

At   the    time   of   the  Union    the  popu- 
lation  of   Ireland  was  Ave   millions,   but 
at    the    present    time    the    population    of 
Ireland  was  four  millions  and  a  quarter 
while    the    rest   of   the   United   Kingdom 
had    grown    to    over    40    millions.    What 
was  the  cause  of  Irish  depopulation Y  it 
wfts  not  climatic;  it  was  not  the  barren- 1 
ness    of    the    soil,    nor      was      it      small 
families.   There  had   been   great  emigra- 
tion, but  there  were  more  Scottish  emi- 
grants   than    Irish    every    year.    Yet    in 
spite  of  that  drain  Scotland  had  Increas- 
ed   her    population    which    Ireland      had 
diminished.   The  real   cause   of  suffering 
in    Ireland    was    its      poverty,      brought 
about  very  greatly  by  Irish  landlordism, 
which,   by  the  common  consent  of  econ- 
omists   and    historians,    was    the    worst 
that  the  western  world  had  ever  known. 
Quite  apart   from     politics,     and      quite 
apart   from    political   strife   and   discord,  | 
I  the  Union  had  been  a  failure.  What  Ire- 1 
land    wanted    before    anything    else    was' 
I  to   regain   her   self-respect    On   one   side; 
j  there   was    a   great    necessity      for      the| 
development   of   her   Industries,   particu-j 
larly   that   of   agriculture.    On   the   otlieri 
side    there    was    required    a    recourse    to; 
honest      retrenchment      of      expenditure.! 
They   could   not   do   one   or   the   other   in  I 
the  Imperial  parliament,  but  both  could  j 
be  done  by  the  people  on  the  spot,   who 
were    deeply    and    profoundly    Interested 
In  these  matters. 

The  spirit  of  religious  bigotry  In  Ire- 
land had  greatly  died  down.  He  frankly 
admitted,   speaking  as  a  Protestant  audi 
as   a  man   deeply   Interested   in   the  suc- 
ceiSs    of    this    movement,    that      common 
sense    and    Justice    alike    required    they 
should   admit   that  fears  and  suspicions 
in   regard   to   this   matter  were   not   un- 
reasonable, *but    if   they   stuffed   full    of 
legal   provisions   to   secure   that  no   sub- 
ordinate  parliament    should      have      any 
control   over   religious   ma,tter8,   or   any- 
thing  of   that   kind.    Then,    with   regard 
to'thc  talk  of  separation,  Ireland's  poets, 
professors,   and   lecturers   might  indulge 
in    fine   flights    of   fancy,    but    the    Irish 
people  were  as  keen  for  business  as  any 
people   he  had   been   brought   In   contact 
.with.    Money   was   what     they     wanted. 
They    were    not    going    to    spend    money 
in  building  Dreadnoughts  and  firlvlng  up 
old-age    pensions    in    order    to    have    a 
foreign    policy    of    their    own.    That,  l»e 
thought,    was    one   of      the      wildest      of 
dregims,  and  showed  the  Ignorance  of  the 
real    nature    of    the    new    Ireland    that 
was  springing  up. 

With  regard  to  the  financial  question, 
the  government     were     engaged     in     a 
searching,     critical,     actuarial       inquiry 
without  romance,  or  fancy,  or  any  non- 
sense   of    that    sort,    trying'  to    find    out 
the   financial   posltlMn,    which    had    com- 
pletely   altered    since   the   days   of     Mr. 
Gladstone's  ^  second     Home     Rule     Bill. 
Their    systems    and    relations    with    Ire-

■  only,  in  their  eyes,  useless  encumbrances 
on  the  land  which  once  our  fathers 
roamed  far  and  free. 

As  years  passed  we  realized  that  our 
reservation,  situated  now  almost  in  the 
heart  of  Victoria's  business  district,  was 
loo  valuable  to  be  used  as  our  home.  We 
were  proud  of  Victoria's  advance,  Vic- 
toria, the  city  of  the  great  white  chief, 
Douglu-s.  We  had  civic  spirit  enougii  to 
.  be  willing  to  forget  that  the  familiar 
']  lixixd  had  been  the  birth-place  of  every 
one  of  us  and  our  life  long  home.     But, 

■  when   the  white  men  came  and  told  us 
;  that  If  we  did  not     sell     we  would  be 

driven  off,  tliat  if  we  did  not  sell  we 
would  get  nothing.  When  we  saw  that 
our  feelings  wero  as  nothing  before  the 


greed  of  our  white  broliiers;  that  they 
would  drive  us  from  the  land  wlilcli  tlio 
white  chief  Douglas  gave  to  our  fathers, 
we  wore  sullen  and  delerailned  never  to 
leave  our  land  unlciis  overwlieiiued. 

Then,  «lr,  aix  months  ago,  you  came 
to  us.  At  strait  w  wMPM  u.Ioof  and  ukeu- 
tlcal;  but  when  we  learned  that  Mr.  Mc- 
Brlde sent  you,  and  when  we  heard  you 
talk,  we  reuliaed  tliat  licre  was  the  llrst 
and  only  wliito  man  who  hud  come  to  us 
on  this  matter  in  a  friendly  Mpirlt.     You

helped  us  to  pick  out  the  land  we  want- 
ed. You  helped  us  to  plat  it;  you  npent 
day  after  day  of  your  valuable  time  with 
u.i.  spending  money  from  your  own 
poclcet  where  necessary,  and  all  without 


kind  and  generous  way  hi  which  you 
have  dealt  with  us  In  •veryttilng  coc- 
nected  with  our  removal  from  the  reser- 
vation which  w«s  and  our  fathers  have 
occupied  for  »o  many  years  to  our  new 
homes. 

You  have  tried  to  understand  what  we 
Wtaiied  10  have  done,  and  you  imvo  ucuU 
wlth.uB  as  men  who  had  rijfhts  to  ho 
resi)ected,  and  yet  were  ready  to  admit 
that  we  ought  not  to  stand  in  the  way 
of  the  progress  of   the  c|ty  of  Victoria.

history  as  a  tribe.  We  believe  you  will 
see  many  reasons  in  the  future  for  feel- 
ing pleased  at  tho  part  you  have  had  In 
bringing  about  thle  eettlement.

The  house  of  lords  can  no  longer  be  de- 
fendedt;  the  rejection  of  the  budget  was 
the  beginning  of  the  end;  the  abandon- 
ment oC  free  trade  must  ninan  exclusion 
from    pfflce   for   years;  and   that    retro- 
grade step   was   taken   just  at   the  mo- 
ment wiien  the  whole  world  was  begin- 
ning  the  revolt  against  It. 
•<    "But,   nevertheless,  the     Protectionist 
jiectlon  of  the  Tory  party  is  still  alive— 
is   still  active — is  still     vehement     and 
rancorous.      And.   then,    the    desperation 
of  It.s  fortunes  Is  not  a  reason  for  their 
alvandonment    of    their      opinions,      but 
rather  a    reason    for    a    more    desperate 
fl,glit — for  fillies  and  aristocracies  never 
fight  so  hard  as  at  the  moment  before 
their    final    extinction.      And.    therefore, 
any   hope  of  reconciliation  between    the 
Protectionist    extremists    and    the    Jog- 
trot Tories  is  out  of  the  question.     And. 
similarly,  it  Is  difficult  to  see  any  hope 
of  reconciliation   between   the  advocates 
of  the  election  principle  In  the  house  of 
Lords  and  the  other  section  which  still 
clings    to   some   remnant   of   the   heredi- 
tary principle."

The  Russian  social  season  is  drawing 
to  a  close.  A  few  days  ago  the  Czar 
appeared  at  a  matinee  of  Tchalkow- 
sky's  fascinating  ballet,  "The  Sleep- 
ing Beauty,"  bringing  with  him  all  his 
four  daughters.  The  glrla  were  sim- 
ply attired  in  pink  dresses.  The  Rus- 
sian ballets  executed  at  the  Imperial 
Opera  are  unsurpassed  the  world  ov- 
er. The  music,  scenery,  costumes, 
dancing  and  scheme  of  color  consti- 
tute an  ensemble  to  see  which  is 
worth  a  pilgrimage  from  a  great  dis- 
tance to  the  Russian  capital.  And  of 
all  the  ballets  "The  Sleeping  Beauty" 
is  perhaps  the  most  uttradlve.

enjoying  privacy,  occupied  a  side  box, 
almost  unseen  by  the  public.  The 
Dowager  Empress  joined  the  Imperial 
family  shortly  after  the  prologue. 
During  the  third  entr'acte  the  young 
pupils  of  the  Imperial  Theatrical 
School,  who  were  taking  part  in  the 
ballet,  entered  the  Emperor's  apart- 
ment by  a  side  door  and  received 
boxes  of  chocolate.  Among  them 
oam«  some  Imoersonating  the  mice 
that  drew  the  maleficent  fairy,  and 
much  amusement  was  created  among 
the  girls  of  the  Imperial  family  when 
these  rodents  arrived  curtseying  and 
holding  their  long  tails  behind  them. 
The  Emperor  now  moves  about  the 
capital  as  before  the  days  of  the  so- 
called  revolution,  and  the  public, 
whenever  It  catches  sight  of  him, 
breaks  out  Into  Enthusiastic  manifes- 
tations of  loyalty. 

The  Tver  correspondent  of  the 
Novoe  Vremya  reports  a  shooting  tif- 
(fray  which  recalls  the  circumstances 
of  the-Houndsditch  murders  in  Lon- 
don. A  policeman  tried  to  arrest  two 
suspects  at  Blezhetsk.  The  men 
opened  fire,  killed  the  policeman  and 
a  police -sergeant  wounded  another 
policeman,  and  then  took  refuge  In  a 
bath-house,  whence  they  fired  on  the 
assemble^  cordon  of  police.  The  siege 
lasted  the  whole  night,  and  another 
sergeant  was  wounded.  In  the  morn- 
ing the  desperadoes  were  found  dead. 
They  were  the  authors  of  an  armed 
burglary  at  the  house  of  a  neighbor- 
ing village  priest,  whose  wife  they 
left  for  dead,  and  had  afterwards 
murdered  a  cab-driver. 

The  successful  Koman  Catholic 
propaganda  In  Russia  is  causing  un- 
easiness in  the  highest  circles,  whore 
the  Interests  of  the  Orthodox  church 
are  greatly  taken  to  heart.  What  la 
feared  is  the  defection  of  the  wealthy 
and  influential  sect  of  so-called  Old 
Believers,  who  are  thoroughly  Rus- 
sian, but  who,  owing  to  certain  un- 
essential differences,  are  cut  off  from 
the  State  church.  Many  of  the  old 
believers  have  already  gone  over  to 
Rome,  and  others  are  alleged  to  he 
contemplating  reunion. 

Meanwhile  the  government  has  in- 
structed an  official  to  betake  himself 
to  Moscow  to  interview  Father  Mi- 
chael, a  priest  of  the  Old  Believers, 
who  Is  now  a  member  of  that  branch 
of  the  Russian  church  which  is  united 
with  Rome,  preserving  the  old  Rus- 
sian   liturgy,    language    and   the   right

Quite  recently  a 
priest  of  the  Old  Believers  named  Vo- 
loschuk,  was  received  in  audience  by 
the  Pope,  to  whom  ho  unfolded  the 
desire  of  his  co-rel!gi'>nl«ta  to  effect 
union  with  Rome,  on  the  basis  of  the 
Russian  liturgy,  the  Russian  lan- 
guage and  Russian  ecclesiastical  cus- 
toms. 

1911  bids  fair  to  be  a  tumultuous  year 
for  Ilussla.  In  foreighn  policy,  in  home 
reforms.  In  railway  building.  In  pub- 
lic health  and  disease  In  anti-government 
schemes,  open  and  secret,  one  perceives 
much  to  arouse  mlsglving.i  and  little  to 
satisfy  patriotic  cravings.

The  gov- 
ernment, for  the  first  time,  has  ut- 
tered a  nbn  possumus  and  committed 
it.self  to  a  policy  of  unyielding  flrm- 
nosH.  As  a  result,  the  .:niversltleH  arc 
occupied  by  police  and  soldiers,  gather- 
ings of  students  and  profesors  are 
broken  up  by  the  strikers,  who  fill  the 
.halls  with  stifling  fumes  of  polsonou.s 
gases,  send  delicate  profossorH  Into  hy.s- 
terie.'i,  baiter  In  doors  and  smaslv  win- 
dows. Under  the.«»e  conditions,  there  is 
no  real  work  done,  no  sludy.  This  ho.s- 
pltal.-?  attached  to  the  medical  facultlea 
being  no  longev  vl.slted  by  students  and 
professors,  the  reception  of  pntientti, 
too,  lias  ceased. 

It  tills  niovetnent  continues  alonj,'  the 
llncK  on  wiilch  it  has  been  advancing 
during  the  pnst  month  It  will  surely 
Rather  Into  It.self  a  va.st  deal  of  dis- 
solvent force  and  consuming  heat,  which 
may  make  themselves  felt  over  a  taaoh 
wider  area  than  the  domain  of  public 
instruction.  And  thceln  lurks  the  grav- 
ity  of   the   .situation. 

Ittisslan  stuncniM  hsvo  Imblh^'d  an  a 
permanent  Kentlment  a  taste  'or  mingl- 
ing politics  with  studies,  rebellion  with 
docility,  anarchism  of  a  kind  with  dl.-*- 
clpilne  of  a  sort.  Hence  the  highest 
types  of  educational  estftbllshmcnta  In 
Tsardom  shrink  Into  nothingness  U  ooM* 
pared  with  those  of  Qermany,  Austria 
or  France.  Oladstono  once  said  that  a 
university  should  help  to  form  hmblts 
of  tnlnd  founded  In  sobriety  and  tran- 


tirnily  upon  the  centre  •«  gravity,  and 
should  tend  to  uelf  command  and  aelf- 
respect.  The  Kuaslan  unlversltloa  do  not 
anHwer  to  this  d-jscriptton.  On  tlio  con- 
trar",  their  Iri'lvioo'T  '«  noaitively  bale- 
ful and  It  could  nut  "well  be  lyjIiKW- 
wise. 

The  present  dispute  crose  from  a  meas- 
ure   adopted    by    the    government.    Somu 
years  ago   the  state  bestowed  upon   uni- 
versities  such    self-governing   powers    as 
enabled     tham     to    be    practically       what 
tlioy    Uked    within    the    university      pre- 
cincts.    And   what   tUe  bulk   of   the   stu- 
dents liked  was  to  convoke  meetings  fur 
the    purpose    of    discussing    their    needs, 
material    and    Intellectual,      and    also    ot 
venting  their  hate  of  the  govornmant  and 
the    regime.    After    a    time    the   authori- 
ties  forbade   the  Introduction   of-p.ol'tlcs 
Into  the  students'  meetings,  but  the  proj 
hlbltion   was   disregarded.    Lately   a   new 
minister   was   appointed,    M.    Casso,    who 
curtailed   the   students'   prlvlluges,      pen- 
alizei^meetlngB,    and.    ordained    that    ifj 
ttie  law  was  violated,  police  should  cross 
the    sacred    threshold.    By    way    of    pro- 
testing the  students  resolved  to  close  all 
the   universities    of    iftssaia    by    organl-^- 
Inig   a    strike    which    should    last    until 
next   autumn.     This   is   the   traditional 
method  of  recalcitrant  votaries  of  sci- 
ence.    But  the  new  minister  joined  is- 
sue with  them,  and  "so  long  as  there  is 
a   single    student   who    desires    to    fre- 
quent the   lectures   I  "wlll   see   that^  lie 
has  professors  and  a  lecture-haii.  ir-re- 
vent  it  !f  "ou  ^ft"  '' 

War  between  the  government  andj 
the  youth  of  Russia  was  the  •consu-l 
quence  of  this  challenge.  Before  the 
first  overt  acts  of  hostility  were  done 
proclamations  were  issued  and  dis- 
tributed to  masters  and  disciples  call- 
ing upon  them  all  to  stand  by  each 
other  and  resist  the  encroachments  of 
the  State.  Most  of  the  iprufcoaOiB  aio 
said  to  be  hostile  to  the  strike  move- 
ment. But  they  are  no  less  hostile  to 
the  repressive  methods  of  the  authori- 
ties; besides  which  they  make  large  al- 
lowances for  the  inexperience  of  youth. 
Accordingly  some  of  them  "fell  ill" 
and  absented  themselves;  others  came 
to  lectures,  tout,  encountering  opposi- 
tion from  their  disciples,  -went  peace- 
fully home  and  were  cheered  to  the 
echo. 

In  Moscow  the  rector,  vlce-rectoi 
and  pro-rector  threw  up  their  admin- 
istrative posts,  asking,  however,  to  be 
allowed  to  retain  their  fhalrs.  But  the 
government  relieved  them  not  only  of 
their  administrative  duties,  but  of  their 
professional  functions  as  well.  Their 
colleaigues,  or  .many  of  them,  now 
stand  'by  the  three  dismissed  function- 
aries. Over  thirty  professors  resigned 
in  a  body.  But  the  lectures  went  on.  I 
growing  fewer  every  day.  Alert  and 
daring,  the  strikers  cleared  the  lecture 
halls  by  filling  them  Tvith  noxious 
fumes;  they  mauled  rather  hadly  one 
ties — which  are  necessitated  by  the 
-iprofe.ssor;  another  falntdQ  and  was  ill 
for  days.  Hundreds  of  students  were 
arrested;  some  were  sent  ho«ne;  others 
imprisoned  for  three  months:  others 
again  rusticated.  The  climax  of  the 
matter  would  he  reached  If  the  pro- 
fessors of  all  the  universities  resigned! 
In  mass. 

Public  opinion  on  the  whole  sympa- 
thizes with  the  alms  of  the  govern- 
ment, which  are  reasonable;  whereas j 
the  students,  emancipated  '  from  the 
sobering  yoke  of  facts,  are  as  wild  as 
March  hares.  >But,  at  the  same  time, 
dislike  of  the  methods  of  the  authori- 
clrcumstances — la  growing  in  depth 
and  extent.  If  It  igrows  much  further 
the  mttlnstkys  of  more  Important  fa- 
brics than  the  educational  establish- 
ments of  the  empire  may"  be  Jeopar- 
dized. 

And  that  Is  the  aim  pursued.  For 
the  university  strike  movement  Is  be- 
ing engineered  outside  the  temjile  of 
knowledge  by  a  knot  of  consijirators. 
It  is  they  who  print  the  manifestoes 
and  proclamations.  The  mechanism  is 
thus  presided  over  by  enemies  of  the 
established  regime  and  the  prevailing 
order.  They  stir  up  the  students,  pipe 
to  them,  and  draw  them  as  the  Pled 
Piper  drew  the  children  of  Hamelln  to 
their   doom. 

A  strike  among  the  scores  of  thou- 
sands of  students  In  Russia  would  ne- 
cessarily mean  the  expulsion,  arrest, 
imprisonment  of  some  thousands  of 
.viiung  men.  And  for  every  thousand 
"victlina"  one  could  confidently  reckon 
upon  a  hundred  or  two  recruits  -of  the 
revolutionary  army,  desperato  apos- 
tles who,  fearinig  nothing,  can  dare 
everything.
